Service  Provider  Location  -  Service  provider  locations  are  provided  at  an  office,  clinic,  or  hospital  where  the  infant  or  toddler  comes  for  short  periods  of  time 
(e.g.,  45  minutes)  to  receive  services.  These  services  may  be  delivered  individually  or  to  a  small  group  of  children. 

Special  Purpose  Center  -  e.g.,  Program  Designed  for  Children  with  Developmental  Delays  or  Disabilities;  this  setting  refers  to  an  organized  program  of  at  least 
1  hour  in  duration  provided  on  a  regular  basis.  The  program  is  usually  directed  toward  the  facilitation  of  one  or  more  developmental  areas.  Examples  include 
early  intervention  classrooms/ centers  and  developmental  child  care  programs.
